Resident  Assistants  are  the 
people  that  live  towards  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  hall  with  the  white  RA 
painted  on  their  door.  RA's  make 
dorm  life  easier  by  enforcing  the 
rules  and  making  sure  things  go 
smoothly.  The  Resident  Assis¬ 
tants  are  also  willing  to  listen  to 
students'  problems  and  help  peo¬ 
ple  out  in  time  of  need.

f\  fter  twenty-six  years, 
the  Core  program  has  finally 
received  its  due.  It  has  its 
own  building,"  President  Al¬ 
bert  Shannon  said. 

Dozens  of  alumni,  faculty, 
parents,  and  students  gath¬ 
ered  on  Saturday,  September 
30,  to  dedicate  the  newly  fin¬ 
ished  facility.  Several  people 
and  groups  associated  with 
Saint  Joseph's  College  deliv¬ 
ered  short  remarks.  Philip  j. 
Wilhelm,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  Stephan 
Wood,  Mayor  of  Rensselaer; 
Peggy  Feinendegen,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Parents'  Associ¬ 
ation;  Richard  Vallin,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Alumni 
Association;  and  Eric  McKe- 
own.  President  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Association  all  spoke  of 
how  the  dedication  of  the 
benefactors,  faculty,  and  stu¬ 
dents  helped  to  finally  com¬ 
plete  this  building. 

Dr.  John  Nichols,  Core 
Curriculum  Coordinator,  in¬ 
voked  the  names  of  several 
guiding  hands  in  the  process 
of  developing  the  Core  pro¬ 
gram  and  specifically  build¬ 
ing  the  center.  He  also  spoke 
of  the  history  of  the  Core 


program.  Dr.  Nichols  men¬ 
tioned  that  the  idea  of  a  Core 
program  can  be  traced  back 
to  the  concept  of 
"collegiallty",  which  was  fos¬ 
tered  by  Vatican  Council  II. 

Fr.  Banet,  C.PP.S.  gave 
credit  to  others.  In  fact,  he 
acknowledged  the  help  of 
quite  a  few  former  faculty 
members  including  Fr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Kramer,  C.PP.S. 

The  Most  Reverend  Wil¬ 
liam  Higi,  bishop  of  the  Di¬ 
ocese  of  Lafayette-i n- 
Indiana,  proceeded  to  bless 
the  building.  Following  the 
blessing  Wilhelm,  Fr.  Banet, 
and  Dr.  Shannon  cut  the  cer¬ 
emonial  ribbon  and  opened 
the  building  for  tours. 

The  building  houses  ten 
class  rooms,  two  lecture 
halls,  a  computer  lab,  and 
faculty  offices.  A  brick  sculp- 
ture  entitled 

"Transformations",  can  be 
seen  in  the  main  lobby.  It  is 
meant  to  symbolize  the  uni¬ 
fication  of  religion  and  the 
liberal  arts.

Core  has  helped 
me  see  my  major 
in  a  different 
light/'  said  junior  Jason 
Grzegorek. 

This  and  other  remarks  are 
heard  countless  times  when 
people  are  asked  about  the 
Core  experience.  Yes,  some 
people  choose  to  complain 
about  the  amount  of  work 
Core  is,  but  a  far  greater  num¬ 
ber  understand  Core's  signif¬ 
icance  in  helping  the  students. 

The  Core  program  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College  is  unique. 
Only  a  few  other  colleges  pos¬ 
sess  a  program  that  even 
comes  close  to  Core's  ability 
to  assimulate  general  knowl¬ 
edge  and  knowledge  gained 
from  the  major  area. 

Core  is  made  up  of  ten  sec¬ 
tions  spread  out  over  all  four 
years.  Starting  with  the  fresh¬ 
man  year,  students  learn 
about  the  "Contermporary 
Situation"  and  works  by  B.F. 
Skinner  and  Martin  Luther 
King  are  read.  Core  2  involves 
learing  about  "The  Modern 
World."  Life  in  America  dur¬ 
ing  the  18th  and  19th  century 
is  the  focus. 

During  the  sophomore  year. 
Western  Civilization  as  a 
whole  Is  studied.  Both  the  an¬ 


cient  civilizations  and  the 
Christian  civilizations  are  con¬ 
centrated  on.  Sophomore 
Matt  Jenks  said,  "Core  3  really 
gave  me  a  picture  of  where 
our  culture  came  from.  I  hope 
Core  4  continues  this." 

The  junior  year  offers  some¬ 
thing  different.  Students  take 
two  Core  classes  each  semes¬ 
ter.  One  is  a  multicultural  core 
and  the  other  Is  a  science 
core.  The  same  is  repeated 
during  the  second  semester. 

Finally,  the  senior  year  at¬ 
tempts  to  bring  the  complete 
Core  and  college  experience 
together.  Core  9,  "Toward  a 
Christian  Humanism,"  and 
Core  10,  "Christianity  and  the 
Human  Situation,"  both  bring 
the  complete  college  educa¬ 
tion  to  a  Christian  centered 
point. 

The  Core  program  is  one  of 
the  things  that  make  students 
able  to  achieve  their  dreams 
in  life.  By  offering  a  broad 
base  of  knowledge,  students 
are  assured  success  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

"With  Core  and  my  major 
studies,  I  believe  I  will  be  able 
to  live  a  Christian  life  and  be 
successful  at  it,"  said  fresh¬ 
man  Linda  Lehman.

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New  Technology 
Changes  the 
Campus 

Additions  to  the  College  send  Saint  Joseph's 

into  the  21st  century. 


AS  most  of  the  College  pub¬ 
lications  say,  this  is  an 
electronic  campus.  And, 
with  the  addition  of  new  tech¬ 
nology  this  is  more  than  ever 
true. 

To  start  with,  major  buildings 
of  the  campus  are  connected  to¬ 
gether  within  the  computer  net¬ 
work.  This  includes  the  computer 
labs,  all  the  residence  halls,  Hal- 
leck  Center,  the  Core  Building, 
and  the  Science  Building.  “It's 
nice  having  a  computer  in  our 
room.  We  don't  have  to  worry 
about  finding  a  seat  in  the  lab  and 
we  can  work  at  our  own  pace," 
said  Sophomore  Matt  Owens. 

The  Library  also  offers  certain 
technological  advances.  The 
most  obvious  one  happens  to  be 
the  card  catalog  system.  Instead 
of  having  the  old  paper  card  sys¬ 
tem,  the  library  has  computer¬ 
ized  the  catalog.  "I  think  it  makes 
it  easier  to  find  resources.  It's 
quicker  and  a  little  easier  to  use," 
said  Christal  Tongish,  history  ma¬ 
jor. 

The  library  also  has  two  Cd- 
Rom  computers  with  newspaper, 
magazine,  and  government  doc¬ 
uments  searches  available.  These 
are  used  to  supplement  the 
"Reader's  Guide  to  Periodic  Lit¬ 
erature"  and  other  indexes. 

Finally,  the  library  has  two  net¬ 
work  terminals  in  the  reading 
room  so  that  students  can  check 
their  e-mail  while  in  the  library. 

The  e-mail  system  on  campus 
is  used  for  a  variety  of  purposes. 
First  of  all,  messages  can  be  sent 
back  and  forth  to  professors  and 
friends  on  campus.  But,  with  the 
advent  of  the  Internet,  students 
on  campus  can  write  to  people 
all  over  the  world  electronically. 


"I  think  it  is  a  very  good  way  to 
keep  in  touch  with  friends  and 
family  while  we  are  at  college," 
said  freshman  Steve  Giles. 

The  newest  addition  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College,  the  Core  Ed¬ 
ucation  Center,  also  posesses 
much  new  technology.  Included 
in  the  building  are  thirty  com¬ 
puters  in  a  specially  designed  lab. 
These  computers  are  top  of  the 
line  Pentium  units  with  Cd- 
Roms.  Eventually,  this  lab  will  be 
opened  up  to  allow  for  more 
general  lab  space.  Currently,  the 
computers  are  used  by  classes 
only. 

The  Shen  Auditorium  is  a 
unique  example  of  technology 
facilitating  education.  From  the 
podium,  the  overhead  projector, 
opaque  projector,  slides,  videos, 
computer  graphics,  and  house 
lights  are  controlled.  The  lecturer 
is  able  to  work  on  a  computer¬ 
ized  outline  before  hand  and 
have  it  project  on  the  large 
screen  with  graphics  added. 
Finally,  a  video  camera  uses  an 
infrared  beam  to  follow  the  lec¬ 
turer  around.  This  will  allow  the 
students  who  view  the  lecture  on 
video  to  be  able  to  see  the 
speaker  at  all  times. 

"One  of  the  selling  points  of 
Saint  Joseph's  College  was  the 
technology  here.  No  other  small 
campus  that  I  visited  had  such  a 
complete  computer  system," 
said  Junior  Sherrie  Jankowski.

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Dr.  John  Egan  Devotes  life  to  SJC 


For  the  past  thirty-five  years,  Dr.  John  Egan  has  been  involved 
at  Saint  Joseph's  in  many  different  ways.  From  teaching  to  di¬ 
recting  the  choir  to  having  some  of  his  students  over  to  his  home 
for  dinner,  Dr.  Egan  has  left  a  mark  on  Saint  Joseph's  that  will  not 
be  forgotten. 

Egan  first  heard  of  Saint  Joseph's  when  the  college  awarded 
him  a  full  ride,  four  year  scholarship — at  that  time  a  total  of 
$1,440.  However,  he  decided  to  go  to  the  Cincinnati  Con¬ 
servatory  because  Saint  Joseph's  did  not  offer  a  music  major. 

Upon  graduating  from  the  Conservatory,  Egan  went  on  to  study 
at  Indiana  University  where  he  completed  his  Ph.D  in  music. 
After  that,  Egan  went  to  teach  in  Antigonish,  Nova  Scotia.  In 
1962,  Egan  got  a  letter  from  Saint  Joseph's.  He  held  it  up  to  his 
wife,  Anne-Marie,  and  told  her,"This  is  where  my  next  job  will 
be." 

Egan's  main  attraction  to  Saint  Joseh's  and  the  Rensselaer  area 
I  is  t^t  it  has  such  a  nice  feeling.  He  always  wanted  to  live  in  a 
small  town  in  the  mid-west,  preferably  in  Indiana,  and  when  the 
opprotunity  to  teach  at  Saint  Joseph's  came  about,  he  took  it. 
Also,  growing  up  in  Lima,  Ohio,  he  was  familiar  with  the  Society 
of  the  Precious  Blood  and  already  knew  many  of  the  priests  when 
he  came  here. 

The  impact  made  by  Egan  was  felt  right  away.  Upon  arriving, 
Egan  helped  to  initiate  the  music  major  here  at  the  College.  His 
accomplishments,  which  are  too  numerous  to  list,  are  quite 
impressive.  Among  them,  he  was  the  first  Vice-President  for 
Student  Affairs;  he  also  has  been  on  most  faculty  councils.  He 
was  also  head  of  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Senior  Visiting  Faculty 
Fellowship  Program  from  1973-1983. 


Egan  has  also  been  quite  active  in  the  community  of  Rens¬ 
selaer.  He  is  well  known  and  well  loved  around  both  the  town 
and  the  college.  He  felt  there  was  work  here  to  be  done.  He 
says  that  four  to  six  of  his  best  piano  students  have  come  from 
the  area.  It  is  that  experience  that  makes  Egan  think  that  he 
was  made  to  come  here. 

It  was  this  kind  of  atmosphere  that  made  him  and  his  wife 
settle  down  and  raise  their  family  here.  Egan  and  his  wife 
somehow  managed  to  raise  seven  children,  all  of  whom  at¬ 
tended  Saint  Joseph's  College  for  at  least  a  portion  of  their 
college  education,  while  teaching  and  keeping  someone  at 
home  all  the  time.  They  were  also  the  first  tenured  faculty 
couple  here  at  the  college. 

Egan  says  he  never  truly  plans  on  retiring  from  the  college. 
He  loves  teaching.  He  turned  down  a  iob  as  dean  at  Texas 
Tech  because  it  would  not  involve  the  airect  experience  with 
the  students  at  the  college. 

"The  grass  was  never  greener,"  says  Egan  while  he  thinks 
about  his  career  here  at  the  college.  "I  was  always  too  satisfied 
with  Saint  Joseph's." 

Even  though  Egan  went  in  search  of  other  possibilities,  he 
says  he  never  really  followed  them  up.  It  is  probably  better,  as 
his  influence  and  dedication  to  the  collge  would  nave  been 
missed  if  he  ever  chose  to  leave.
